May it please your Excellency, 

As Chancellor of the Queen’s University in Ireland, it 
becomes my duty, in compliance with the provisions of Her 
Majesty’s Charter, to furnish to your Excellency the Report of the 
Condition and Progress of the University since the 1st June, 
1879. 

The General University Examinations during the period of this 
Report commenced on the 28rd of September, and terminated on 
the 13th of October, 1879. Examinations for Degrees in the 
Faculty of Medicine were also held in June, 1879, and First Uni- 
versity Examinations in Arts and Engineering were also held in 
January, 1880. At these various Examinations 744* Candidates 
presented themselves. 

In addition to these Examinations for Members of the Univer- 
sity, Examinations of Candidates who are not Members of the 
University were held in the month of June, 1879. 

The principal public meeting of the University, to confer degrees 
and diplomas, and distribute prizes, was held in St. Patrick’s

Public Meeting of the Queen’s UsTVEBSiTr in Ireland, held in pd,iit 
St. Patrick's Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 15th October, 1S79. 

After the close of the Examinations of the year 1879, a public meeting 
of the Queen’s University was held in Dublin Castle on the 15th October, 
for conferring degrees, diplomas, and prizes. 

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their places 
in St. Patrick’s Hall, His Grace the Duke of Leinster, Chancellor 
of the University, the Senate, the Professors and Examiners, and the 
Candidates, entered it in procession. 

His Grace the Duke op Leinster, Chancellor of the University, 
opened the meeting with the following address : — 

For several years the number of students of the various religious 
denominations in Ireland who received their university education in the 
colleges of the Queen’s University lias been steadily increasing. In 
1876 it was 810; in 1S77 the number rose to S44 ; in the following year 
it again advanced to 886, and this year the number of our students has 
become 920, and has thus realized the highest limit which 1ms been yet 
attained. This represents work of great educational value, for these young 
men have been bona Jide students receiving their instruction from the 
professors of the University, and undergoing examinations brought into 
an intimate relation with the teaching functions of the University. 
Moreover, in the numbers I have quoted, I am happy to say that religious 
denominations in Ireland are well represented. In each year rather 
more than one-tliird of our students have been Presbyterians, and one- 
fourth have heen Catholics ; one-fourth members of the Church of 
Ireland, and the remainder members of other denominations. This 
growing prosperity of our colleges has been reflected in the university ex- 
aminations, of which the principal have just been held. Besides those 
which have now closed, university examinations were also held in January 
and June, and the candidates at these several examinations exceed the 
number in any preceding year. I am very happy to have it 
reported to me that the answering of the candidates has, on the average, 
been good when compared with the standard of earlier years, and in 
some instances it has been highly distinguished ; and although in a 
system of education so strict as that of the Queen’s University there 
must be several candidates for its distinctions who are unable on their 
first trial to come up to its requirements, I trust that those -who have 
not reached that standard in the present year will not be discouraged by 
this postponement of their hopes, but will yet, by further study, rise to 
the standard which has made the reputation of the Queen’s University, 
and which gives its degrees their value in the estimation of educated 
men. In the Faculty of Arts, 23 candidates pissed the examination 
for the degree of Master in Arts, of whom 16 were deemed worthy of 
University honors. Fifty-seven presented themselves for the degree of

Appendix Bachelor in Arts, of whom 55 satisfied the examiners, and of these 27 
— have been deserving of high university distinctions. Seventy-six can- 

Fubiic didates presented themselves at the first university examination in Arts 

Meeting and of these 62 have passed, 13 of them with honors. In the Faculty 
of Law, 5 Bachelors in Arts presented themselves for the degree of 
Bachelor in Laws, and have satisfied the examiners. Two candidates 
presented themselves and have passed the examination for the higher 
degree of Doctor in Laws. One candidate presented himself and passed 
for the diploma of elementary law. In the faculty of medicine 80 
candidates have sought the degree of Doctor of Medicine, and 55 of these 
have satisfied the requirements of your examiners. Thirty-three candi- 
dates out of 62 have passed for the degree of Master in Surgery, and 32 
out of 46 have been deemed qualified for the diploma in Midwifery. One 
hundred and sixty-two candidates presented themselves at the second 
University examination in medicine, of whom 103 have satisfied the 
Commissioners. One hundred and forty candidates out of 212 have been 
successful at the first University examination in the same faculty. In 
the department of Civil Engineering eight candidates presented them- 
selves for the degree of Bachelor in Civil Engineering of whom eight 
satisfied the examiners, and ten candidates presented themselves for 
the first University examination in the same department of whom 
seven have passed. The Charter of the Queen’s University has en- 
trusted to the University the power to confer honorary degrees upon 
men of eminent attainment in any branch of knowledge, or in the 
public service. This power the University will exercise on the present 
occasion. During the past summer the British Medical Association held 
their annual assembly at one of the collegiate towns of the Queen’s Uni- 
versity, and the Senate, following the example of other universities, 
thought this an appropriate occasion upon which to welcome the Asso- 
ciation by conferring the distinction of an honorary degree upon its 
President, Professor O’Connor, and upon the President of its Council, Dr. 
Falconer. Another event, of graver importance, has been the resignation 
of Dr. Henry, for thirty-five years President of the Queen’s College, 
Belfast, and member of the University Senate ; and of Dr. Andrews for 
an equal period, since the creation of the College, its Vice-President. To 
these honoured members of the University the Senate has decreed 
honorary degrees. It is unnecessary that I should speak at any length 
before this large assembly of the widely known services of Dr. Henry 
in the cause of education. They have been rendered elsewhere as well as in 
the Queen’s University ; they have been freely and unremittingly given, 
both in the deliberations of the University Senate and to the College 
over which he presided during all the difficult years of its growth, to the 
maturity in which he now leaves it, and to which he has so largely con- 
tributed ; neither is it necessary that I should state the claims of Dr. 
Andrews to any distinction which it is in our power to bestow. He is 
a scientific man, of whose connexion with this University we are justly 
proud. It is no small distinction that the great discovery of the con- 
tinuity of the liquid and gaseous state of matter was made by a Professor 
of the Queen’s University, and emanated from the laboratory of one of 
our colleges ; and if I dwell less on Dr. Andrews’ earlier achievements, 
on his determinations of the heat of combination, and his other work 
which has also thrown a lustre over Irish science, it is only because of 
the splendour of the discovery which he afterwards announced. An hon- 
orary degree has also been decreed by the Senate to Mr. MaeCormac, 
a distinguished graduate both in Medicine and Arts of the University, 
and who received the honors of the University in both faculties in 
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o f the Queen's University in Ireland. 



this hall. Since his graduation he has heeu several times elected to Appendix, 
represent the Convocation of the University on the Senate, he has — 
lisen to professional eminence as a surgeon, and has raised the credit publie 
of this University, both by his distinguished services in the Franco- 
German war. in the great Auglo- American hospital at Sedan, and by 
the position lie has won for himself amongst his professional brethren in 
the metropolis. And an honorary degree has been decreed by the Senate 
to Mr. Stoney, who has served the University for twenty-seven years, 
first as professor for five years, and since for twenty-two years in discharg- 
ing the responsible duties of the principal paid officer of the University.
